FOUND NEAR RAILWAY TRACK 


Sa ys He Wa s Carried 27*4 Wiles On 
the Pilot of Engine In Uncon­ 
scious Condition. 


Warren S. Prine, a young married 
man, 26 years of age, employed at A. 
^ B. Dempsey’s, and who resides at 107 
Bast Jefferson street, was seriously 
Injured on Saturday night, but when, 
how or where is a mystery which has 
not yet been unraveled. 
Prine was found lying by the side 
of the Missouri Pacific track, one and 
one-half miles east of Tipton, a dis­ 
tance of 271^ miles east of Sedaiia, at j 
11 o’clock yesterday forenoon. He had 
been badly injured and was uncon­ 
scious. The ribs on the right side had 
been to m loose, and there was a scalp 
wound behind his left ear. Prine was 
taken to Tipton, where he received 
medical attention, and was then plac­ 
ed on Missouri Pacific train No. 1 
and brought to his home, in this city. 
Dr. W. L. Bandy was called to at­ 
tend the young man upon his arrival 
here, and he pronounced Prine’s con­ 
dition as quite critical. 
There were 
no broken hones, but the symptoms of 
internal injuries were plainly evident. 
Prine was perfectly rational 
this 
ffioiulng, and made a statement to the 
Democrat. 
He said he left the Chill 
parlors on Ohio street to go to his 
home some time between 11 p. m. and 
1 a. m. Sunday morning. He said he 
had not been drinking, was not a 
drinking man, and was alone at the 
time he was hurt 
Prine says he was hit by something, 
he does not know what, just as he was 
crossing the first track at the Ohio 
street crossing of the M., K. & T. and 
the Missouri Pacific tracks. 
He did 
not know whether he was hit hy the 
train or by a sandbag in the hands of 
m highwayman. 
Prine is inclined to believe that he 
was robbed .after being sandbagged, 
and then placed on the pilot of an 
east-bound express train. He had 111 
of money on his person, 11.50 of which 
was in his watch pocket and the bal­ 
ance in his purse, which was in his 
pantaloons pocket. 
. 
When he regained semi-clnscious- 
ness at Tipton 19.50 of his money was 
gone and a gold band ring on the lit­ 
tle finger of his left hand, which fitted 
tightly, was missing, as was also his 
hat. 
His watch 
and 11.50 
In his 
watch pocket had not been molested. 
If Prine’s recollection of the place 
where he was hit is correct, It is cer­ 
tain that he was not struck by a train, 
as the first and second tracks, which 
belong to the M., K. & T., were not 
used at all on Saturday night, after 9 
o’clock.

That Americans are great meat eat­ 
ers may be considered a fact of deriv ­ 
ation from the hu nting and fishing 
stage of the cou ntry ’s life, say s the 
Baltimore American, So long as meat 
was abu ndant and cheap it had the 
recommendations which led 
to 
its 
choice as the p rincip al article of food. 
The v egetarian who here and there 
raised his v oice in p rotest against 
the consu mp tion of flesh foods was 
little heeded. 
A p eop le are gu ided 
in the selection of their food v ery lit­ 
tle by deliberate choice. 
They eat 
things which are closest at hand. The 
time may come with that remote fu ­ 
tu re to which is referred ev ery thing 
Utop ian when nations will deliberate­ 
ly select the p redominating articles 
of their diet with reference to the 
dev elop ment of sp ecific racial char­ 
acteristics. 
Bu t at p resent p eop le in 
general are not ev en conv inced that 
what they eat has relev ancy to what, 
as nations, they become. 
For a few centu ries to come Amer­ 
icans certainly will continu e to eat 
’ the “food conv enient to them,’* wlP’o 
good hu moredly allowing the cereal- 
ists to tickle their p alates with health 
foods. 
Bu t ev en American indep end­ 
ence or indifference is amenable to 
the dictates of destiny . 
Ju st 
now 
Americans seem to drift more strong- 
¡ly than ev er tow^ard a fru it diet. The 
mov ing consideration Is the fancy fig­ 
u res, with an up w*ard tendency , at 
w'hich flesh foods are sold. The other 
consideration is the abu ndance and 
cheap ness of fru its. As wisdom takes 
cou nsel of necessity , a third motiv e, 
which of itself w*ould not hav e great 
w’eight, is the su p erior wholesomeness 
of fru it goods. 
We p rodu ce the biggest p p ide crop s 
in the w'orld, ou r p each crop s are u n­ 
p aralleled, ou r watermelons and small 
fru its resp ond in abu ndance to the 
mere tickling of the soil with a hoe. 
The same story holds tru e of all do­ 
mestic fru its. 
But this term has be­ 
come elastic. 
California distribu tes 
throu ghou t the cou ntry great qu anti­ 
ties of trop ical fru its and the area 
of cu ltiv ation of these is constantly 
ex tending. When the Panama trench 
is du g the Pacific coast fru its can be 
brou ght to the Eastern markets with 
greater celerity and less cost. Modern 
means of transp ortation hav e 
made 
the p lantations of the West Indies 
also almost the same as thou gh they 
were within the cou ntry confines. 
It is safe to p redict that the con­ 
su mp tion of bananas esp ecially will 
soon be increased. Oranges are being 
j consu med in rap idly increasing qu an­ 
tities. 
Certainly du ring the su mmer 
months fru it will be king. 
Du ring 
the winter months the force of habit 
w’ill p rev ail and more fru it and less 
meat wil be eaten.
